THREE MEN UNDER ARREST 

Greenville, Ky., July 18.— 
Marvin H, Knight, Marion Sam- 
ple! and £. W. Martin were ar- 
retted Thursday on warrants 
charging them with banding and 
confederating together for the 
purpose of intimidation. The 
warrants were issued at the in- 
stance of W. H. Chumley, fore- 
man of the Beech Cretk Mining 
compauy, which has a miue in 
this c( mmunity. Chumley said 
he recognized the men arrested 
as members of au armed band of 
150 men which surrounded his 
house at Beech Creek, ■ small 
mining village eight miles east 
of tireenvilk, last Monday niuht 
and sought to have him come 
out of the house. Just what the 
mob mtended to do with Chum- 
ley if he had left his home is a 
matter of surmise. 

"Pcttorn Honuri ' Ptrhapi 

It is the general belief here 
that the mob that surrounded the 
Chumley home is identified with 
the so-called "possum hunters," 
whose depredations were the oc- 
casion of so much excitement in 
Muhlenberg county a few moDths 
ago. 

The outbreak of lawlessness of 
which Chumley complains is 
among the worst that ever dis- 
graced the county. Chumley 
■ays when he refused to come 
ont of the house they shot it op 
to such extent that the wonder 
of it is that he and the members 
of his family were not riddled 
with bullets. As it was no one 
was hurt. Officers were notified 
and went to the scene of the 
trouble and after viewing the 
premises obtained statements 
from Chumley and others. 

Appear at Mid-night 

Chumley said that shortly af- 
ter midnight he was called to the 
door and atked to come out by a 
large band of men. He refused 
to leave the house, whereupon 
he was iuformed that they were 
going to have him. Then the 
shooting began. The windows 
of the house, which ib a large 
boarding house, were shot out, 
the doors Bhot through aud the 
walls riddled with bullets. Chum- 
ley said that some of the men 
came upon the porch of the house 
aud sought to get in, but he fol 
lowed them keeping on the iu-

HOG CHOLERA PREVALENT IN KENTUCKY 



Demonstrations to be Given at Kentucky Agricultural 
Experiment Station Every Monday 



Hog cholera is very prevalent throughout the State of Ken- 
tucky, especially iu those couuties most devoted to hog raising. 
Every farmer should employ the best possible methods to avoid 
the ravages of this disease. Sanitary measures are of the greatest 
importance and often, if properly carried out, are sufficient to 
avoid an outbreak of cholera. 

It is true that the disease is most prevalent in herds that are 
improperly nourished, but hog cholera is a specific disease caused 
by a specific microorgauism. AHentiou and care do not of them- 
selves insure protection against the disease. Once preseut in the 
herd it spreads to the healthy animals and results iu death of 70 
to 100 per ceut of the individuals. The weakened hou will more 
certainly die, and perfect surroundings and management are to be- 
desired, but this does not confer a positive immunity. All infec- 
tious diseases require a specific anti-toxin to counteract the speci- 
fic toxin ; that is anti-hog cholera serum is not efficient in con- 
trolling lock jaw. Mere health does not of itself insure the pres- 
ence or the development of tt specific anti-bojlv for auy infectious 
disease. It has been observed in many herds under perfect care, 
that, on exposure to specific infection, the animals sickeu with 
characteristic symptoms and on post-mortem reveal characteristic 
lesions of hog cholera. 

The most reliable means of protecting hogs against hog cholera 
is in the use of anti-hog cholera serum at the proper time. Farm- 
ers are frequently not aware of the protection the State offers in 
such instances, aud not infrequently we have received communi- 
cations indicating that the terum treatmeut is not understood. 

The loss of close to two million dollars in Kentucky last year 
from this deBease warrants a careful study of this disease by every 
farmer. Iu order to talk to all parties interested iu this subject, 
a demonstration will be given every Monday morning at the Ken- 
tucky Experiment Station, Lexington, for those who wish to fa- 
miliarize themselves with the use of hog cholera serum. 

| j heavy have the demands for the serum been that equip- 
ment aud buildings have beeu erected to triple the capacity of the 
laboratory. Au earuest effort is being made by the Kentucky 
Agricultural Experiment Statiou to completely eradicate this dis- 
ease. With effective regulations controlling iufected herds and 
premises, together with the hearty co-operation of the farmers, 
this can be accomplished.
